U.F.A. locals continue {o jpass 
resolutions censuring their repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature for 
taking $250 each for passing legis- 
lation which did not set up a wheat 
board. There is one phasé of this 
quite natural outburst of protest 
which should not be lost sight of. 
It is the private members-gupport- 
ing the Government who are thus 
being put under fire. That is 


erly accountable for the amount of 
the indemnity, nor for the fact 
that the legislation failed to pro- 
duce the jwheat board.

If the Ministers did not know 
they should have taken means to 
find out whether men suitable for 
the position of commissioners 
could be secured before they put 
the Province to the expense of the 
special session.

It is, of course, more or less a 
family affair, and the locals will 
doubtless continue to express their 
resentment to their local represen- 
tative. But in common fairness it

Sterner Measures 


The Free State Government is 
setting up military courts to try 
persons charged with hindering 
the restoration of order. In other 
words, martial law, or something 
very much like it, is being pro- 
claimed throughout the (Dominion 
in order to suppress De Valera’s 
rebellion. That should be instruc- 
tive to a good many people in 
Ireland and out of it who have 
been construing self-determination 
to mean the right of a faction to 
defy authority. The majority in 
the Free Staie, as in other coun-

tion of law. Seemingly they pro- 
pose to get it, even if they have 
to treat law-breakers in the old- 
fashioned way. 


Who Pays? 


Ottawa despatches say it is very 
| nnlikely that Canada will contri-

to put Austria on its feet. There 
will be very general satisfaction 
| among the tax-payers of the Do- 
minion at the news. Not that they 
have any desire that that unfortu- 
nate country should not recover, 
| But they can hardly feel that they 
are under obligation to finance its 
| restoration. Austria bankrupted 
itself buying munitions with which 
to kill Canadian and other Allied 
soldiers. Money loaned it now 
might about as well be handed 
| over as a present, for all the 
| chance there is that it will ever be 
| repaid. Others may think differ- 


ently, but Canadian tax-payers | 


will have to be pardoned if they 
do not see that they should pay 
for the shells which Austrian 


howitzer batteries fired into Cana- | 


dian positions on Western front. 
Whether the identical money goes 
to pay munitions bills, or is put 
into reconstructive enterprises, 
that is precisely what the Allied 
loan to Austria will amount to. 


That Island of Ours 

Apparently that Aretie island 
over which Mr. Stefansson last 
year hoisted the flag of Canada 
has not greatly increased our na- 
tional assets, The explorer left a 
boat's crew aboard the newly an- 
nexed domain to keep the flag 
flying, literally and figuratively, 
| with the understanding that they 
| would be brought out to eiviliza 
tion this fall. Late summer is the 
only time that a ship can make its 
way through the ice to Wrange!, 
and not always then. Captain 
Bernard has returned to Nome 
with his schooner and announces 
that he eould not reach 
marooned mariners, and does not 
think it ean be done this year. 
They are therefore apparently in 
for another quiet winter in their 
secluded retreat. 
Stefansson says he left them 
plenty of provisions for a two 
year’s siege. From the material 
standpoint, the new possession 
does not appear to be either pres- 
ently or prospectively important.
